The nocturnal bon vivan ts who

The restaurants have become n oted re­ 
sorts because of the presen ce of them 
Bohemian spirits. 
They are prosperous 
and in the character an d quality of their 
creature comforts rank in the first class 
Their prosperity ’ has been attributed t< 
fortunate location. 
They are situated 
half a mile apart on the 
west sid e of 
Broadway , amid the group of fashion abh 
theaters and big hotels in the Ten d erloin 
district, that famous parallelogram of 
Gotham blocks which has for years been 
known as “ the heart of the city,” an d 
which is a locality that the police say 
“ never goes to sleep.” 
Special accommodations are provid ed 
for the Bohemian set. 
They recall"! hi 
“ Cave of Harmony ” that Thackeray tells 
about. 
In the restaurant at the* south 
ern end of the big Ten d erloin paralklo 
gram this Bohemian Cave of Harmon y 
is located on the ground floor. 
When 
the restaurant was first established tb< 
bower was directly back of the big 
apartment where 
ord in ary guests got 
their late meals. 
WIIEItK THEY MEET. 
It was separated from the main res­ 
taurant by an alcove d ecorated with lace 
curtains. 
When the coterie grew in 
numbers, however, a new an d spacious 
apartment, aglow with electric lights, 
was added to provide comfortable 
a« 
commodation for the special patron s. It 
has mirrors and fine frescoes. 
In tie 
second restaurant the whole secon d floor 
of the building is set aside for the Bo 
hemian bower. 
It is carpeted an d com­ 
fortably furnished, and the in d isjien sa 
ble mirrors are there too. 
It is generally n ear mid n ight lx*foro 
(he neighboring playhouse« are shut up 
and the fun makers of the stage are free 
to enjoy themselves. Pretty aetre.sm 
neat in attire, light witted an d fon d of 
late hours and Bohemian association s 
saunter in in knots of two or three. Male 
escorts accompany them. 
By 2 o'clock the coterie is at its live 
liest It is a striking picture of mid n ight 
conviviality . Soubrettes and chorus girls 
are the bright particular 
stars. 
The 
actors, dressed up like fashion plah*s, 
are a sort of background to the picture. 
The clubmen and collegians an d profes­ 
sional men are the moths en joyin g the 
glitter. 
They are 
almost in variably 
y oung. 
Sometimes, however, a gay old 
fellow with gray hair and a jolly laugh 
gives the interesting sjiectaelo of the fel­ 
low who is try ing hard to be a lx>y an d 
sit up with the other boys. 
Whether 
the moths are y oung or old, however, 
they seeui inspired with the same ard en t 
ambition to gain the good graces of the 
theatrical jieople. 
Each plunges into his pocket for mon ey 
and tries to excel the others in spen d in g 
it for the entertainment of the soubret tes 
and chorus girls, an d in cid en tally keep 
ing solid witii the actors an d man agers. 
They seem to imagin e that this sort of 
thing will in sure good seats at the the 
ater whenever they wan t to go there, 
and that they won ’t have to pay for ihe 
seats at all.
